c. Exhibits A and B provide details of &e features and elements of the claimed 
invcntioii. More specifically, they describe a system and method through which a user can 
control one or more controlled devices from a remote position by entexing a voice command 
into a remote device, converting the command to an electrical signal^ and transmitting die 
signal to the controlled device wherein the signal is converted to pattern data and compared 
with stored d?f? to recognize (or not) the voice command as corresponding to a set of stored 
data.
